Medical Legisiation—XXIV. 

OMPLAINTS eppear from time to time, not only 

hygienic’ publications, but also in journals of 
“regular” school of medicine, that there is too much 
connection between polities and medicine. Here is 
what a contributor to American Medicine, the leading 
American “regular” journal, has to say in regard to the 
composition of boards of medical examination. Prob- 
ably this article was not intended by Dr. Gould for lay 
inspection: 

“Unfortunately, many of our State boards have in 
their membership men who are merely medical 
cians. = 

“Men who are puffed up with their newly-acquired im- 
portance, and who seldom fail to ect arbitrarily when 
they are in a position to do 80. 

“Men who either could not be fair if they tried to, or 
who are uot by nature disposed to be fair. 

“Men who, when placed in positions of authority, are 
noi liberal, cr even decent to their fellow-men who hap- 
peu to be within reach of their power. 

“Men who cannot see things from the ordinary view- 
point of bumanity and liberality. | 

“Men who conceive it their duty, or exercise it as 
their pleasure, to down the competent and decent, as 
well as the incompetent and indecent, when they can 
find any excuse for so doing. 

“Men who split hairs, either knowingly or unknow- 
ingly, in order to inflict pain or injustice. 

“Men who will invariably sacrifice unfairly any other 


wake of such conditions! It is bad enough when injus- 
tice occurs unavoidably.” 

In Physical Culture Dr. H. J. Morrill, a broad-minded 
Chicago physician, recentlyshad a letter, of which the 
following is an extract: 

“Medical societies are now little better than some of 
the aggressive sort of labor unions or the trusts; and, 
in order to belong to the American Medical Associa- 
tion, where a physician is likely to derive benefit by 
meeting the recognized leaders of the profession, he 
must first belong to two subordinate societies. is 
so antagonistic to my ideas of Americanism that t 
belong to any of them, in spite of their threats or al- 
turements. I am willing to 1. t. all reason, but in- 
sist upon doing my own thinkin™ and drawing my own 
conclusions.”’ 

Here is another extract from better from a public 
health officer printed in “American Medicine: 


“Health officers, official chemists, and bacteriologists 
owe their positions, as a rule, to a few politicians, and 
their freedom of action and expression is and will be 
limited by the intelligence and ulterior motives of these 
politicians. A well-trained health officer in th re 
spect is no better than one who is totally ignorant, since 
it is not how much he knows, but how much he is per- 
mitted to tell.” 

Writing on the subject of medical legislation Dr. R. 
P. Hanson of Oshkosh, Wisconsin, says: 

“State boards of medical examiners are a creation of 
the medical profession and for the medical profession 
only, the real object being to Increase their power, their 
fees, and decrease competition. The medical organiza- 
tions of today, are nothing more or less than labor or- 
ganizations, meeting from time to time to discuss ways 
and means to raise and establish prices of their com- 
modity and how to collect their fees and blacklist ‘slow 
payers.’ Through the State and national organizations, 
backed by law and represented by State boards of medi- 
cal examiners, the medical profession has become 3 
mighty and most dangerous trust.” 

Under the heading “Doctors in Politics; An Organi- 
zation Against Personal Liberty,” Dr. Carr, in Medical 
Talk, last year wrote as follows: 

“We want our readers thoroughly to understand that 
the most dangerous political organization in existence 
today, the one that threatens most savagely personal 
liberty and the privacy of the home, is the National Med- 


taal Association, backed up by State medical associa- _ 


tions, which exist In nearly every State of the Union. 
This is a political combine that exceeds in virulence

AM CA’S NAVAL HERO. 
BORN IN BONNIE SCOTLAND. 
john Paul Jones was born at Arbig- 
land, Scotland, July 6, 1747. His family 
name was Paul, the name of Jones be- 
ing assured later. At 12 he was bound 
fapprentice to a merchant of White- 
haven in the American trade. His first 
voyage was to Virginia. where his elder 
brother Was established as a planter. 
He was then engaged for some time in 
the slave trade, but quitted it in dis- 
wes afterward in command of 
the Betey, of London, and remained 
some tim in the West Indies, engaged 
the coimmercia! pursuits and specu- 
lations.

Later on this 
cruise the Ranger met the Drake, a 
thip of superior armament, and after 
a short fight compelled her surrender 
and took her as a prize into Brest. 
Janes was then promised the com- 
mand of a equedron by the French, 
and waited in France till February. 
1778, when he was finally given com- 
mand of the Duras, a name which he 
changed to the Bonhomme Richard, 
and in August of that year he sailed 
from France with a squadron of five 
ships. including his own, being later 
joined by two French privateers. He 
eruised about the Irish and English 
coaste and captured twenty-six vessels: 
he was continually Harassed by the in- 
subordination of bis own officers, es- 
pecially Capt. Var is of the Alliance: 
three of his qu on, including the 
two privateers, parted company in the 
early part of September. Septem - 
ber 23, when off Flamborough Head, he 
sighted the Baltic fleet under convoy 
of the Serapis and the 
Scarborough, and after a long and des- 
perate fight the Seraplis surrendered to 
the Bonhomme Richard. The Scarbor- 
ough being taken by the Pallis. The 
Richard sunk the next day, but the 
Sergpis was taken into port. The sen- 
— produced by this victory was 
very great, and his reception at Paris, 
whither he went on the invitation of 
Franklin, was of the most flattering 
kind. The King presented hine with a 
gold sword, and invested him with the 
military order of merit, On his return 
to America in 1781, Congress highly 
complimented him for his seal, pru- 
dence and trepidity, voted him a gold 
medal and promised him the command 
of a new ship then building, which was, 
however, «iven to France. Subse- 
quently he went on board the French 
fleet. where he remained until the con- 
clusion of peace and then went to Paris 
as agent for prise money. He after- 
ward was invited nta the Russian 
service with the rank of rear-admiral. 
but owing to a quarrel with the ad- 
miral and intrigues at court, he soon 
retired from the service, He returned 
to Paris. where he died on July 18. 
1732. 


i INCIDENTS OF HIS LIFE. 


The best story told of the personal 
| prowess of Jones is that of his en- 


counter with Hezekiah Ford, one of the 
spies employed by the traitorous Ar- 
thur Lee. American Commissioner ta 
France, the only Lee that ever dis- 
graced the name of his honored family. 
Ford. according to the New York 
World, which prints the story, had tried 
to incite mutiny on the Ranger as she 
lay in the harbor of Brest. Jones 
learned the facts just as Ford was 
starting for Paris with forme docu- 
ments that were calculated to injure 
the American cause. Putting three 
pistols in his belt, Jones went hunting 
Ford. an! found him standing beside 
the post halse that was about depar'- 
ing for Paris. -Ford was a six-footer 
and weighed nearly 200 pounds; Jones 
Wan five feet seven inches tall aad 
weighed under 145, but when he saw 
the spy he jumped et him, knock d 
him down and then, grabbing the 
driver's whip, gave him a horse-whip- 
ping never to be forgotten. Jones had 
fully intended to kill Ford, but let him 
live to go off to London at last, loaded

“Never mind the hat.” he said, 
laughing. “Put it back in the cabin. 
In fight this out in my scalp. I've a 
mind to peel my coat, too! And if I 
could I'd fight in the buff, like the 
gundeck hearties." “In the buff" meant 
stripped to the waist. 

Then he called Lieut. John Mayrant 
(a South Carolinian he.) and told them 
to stand by to lead bearders to the 
deck of the enemy.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Theré are five or six news 
bureaus running full blast in Wash- 
ington grinding out stuff to educate 
the American people up te the point 
where they will say that raflroad rates 
are all right as they are, and that no 
legislation regulating them is neces- 
sary. When, some weeks ago, it was 
announced by somebody that Mr. 
Roosevelt was not going to call an ex- 
tra session of congress this fall, these 
railroad people thought they had ac- 
complished something so that the rail- 
road legislation agitation would die 
out. It hasn't died out and today there 
came some pretty straight infor- 
mations from Oyster Bay that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is sticking to his old 
habit of not changing his mind on im- 
portant matters, once he has made it 
up. He decided last spring that he

This session will be called primarily 
to deal with the question of railroad 
rates and rebates, but it will be called 
also because there are some pressing 
questions affecting the. Panama Canal 
that need to be dealt with just as soon 
as Congress can get at work on them. 
In September there will meet here an 
international commission of engineers 
to determine whether a lock or sea 
level canal is better. A sea level canal 
would cost very much more money 
than would a lock canal and after the 
report of this commission has been 
made up it will be the duty of Con- 
gress to say whether the government 
Shall go to the great additional ex- 
pense of building a sea level canal and 
have a Gitch that will do for all time, 
or whether it shall be content with a 
lock canal that will be outgrown in 
twenty-five or thirty years.

ST. PETERSBURG, July Today

No reports of serious 
disorders were received. 
Many factories in St. Petersburg 


were. closed all day, the workmen de- 
parting. After the requiem masses, 
there was a stoppage of work among 
the printers and the men employed in 
several other trades. Only one after- 
noon paper appeared and the majority 
of the morning papers will not appear 
tomorrow. The day passed in St. Pe- 
tersburg with entire quiet, but it is 
reported that another cache of bombs 
has been discovered. A force of de- 
tectives watched the Moscow Rallroad 
station for expected terrorists. The 
workmen of an arms factory at Sostro- 
retsk, a suburb of St. Petersburg, dis- 
armed a policeman who was attempt- 
ng to hinder them from marching with 
red. flags and singing the “Marseil- 
laise.” But there was no further vio- 
lence. 

The Zemstvo Congress in session at 
Moscow will adjourn tonight. The 
result of its deliberations will not be 
published but they are generally 
known in liberal circles. Considerable 
Cisappointment is expressed in the re- 
suits attained, as it ia felt that much 
time was wasted in the discussion of 
non-assential points. The Novosti dar- 
ingly publishes the resolutions of the 
congress regarding the Bouligan proj- 
ect, under guise of “views of a num- 
ber of Liberals,” but the other papers 
were deterred from so doing the 
fate of the Slovo, which was suspended 
for a month for publishing the pro- 
ceedings of the Congress.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The detalis 
of the explosion on the United States 
gunboat Bennington at San Diego, as 
ascertained by Commander Lucien 
Young, were received at the Navy De- 
partment at 11:15 o'clock tonight in a 
long telegram from the commander. It 
appears from the telegram that a small 
leak had been discovered in boiler B.“ 
and the boilermaker was on his way to 
repair it and was passing through the 
engineroom when the explosion de- 
curred.

“BAN DIEGO, July 22.—I have em- 
ployed stevedores and laborers from 
shore, and am making every effort to 
stop leaks and to recover dead still 
under wreckage and boilers, I believe 
principal leak is at bottom below pipe 
and leak under rudder head.

SANTA ANA. 
LEVEES COST ESTIMATED. 

SANTA ANA, July 22.—At today's 
meeting of the committee of ranchmen 
appointed to forward the incorporation 
of the Santa Ana River Levee District, 
a report was received from County 
Surveyor 8. H. Finley, placing the 
probable cost of the work at $78,000 for 
the ten miles of channel Jigging. This 
figure is considerably less than had 
been anticipated and will lend an im- 
petus to the movement. 

The county surveyor’s plans are for 
a strip of land 400 feet wide, running 
on a direct line from the Fifth street 
bridge to the ocean tide water. A main 
channel 150 feet wide, three feet below 
the level of the adjacent ground, would 
carry off the waters of the river in 
ordinary rains. To provide for large 
floods, there is a reservation of 100 feet 
for flood channels on either side of the 
main channel. Outside these are the 
two levees each twenty-five feet wide 
and built of earth four feet above the 
level of the flood channels. The flood 
channels will be planted to trees. 

The cost of $7800 per mile ie Jivided 
as flows: For grading, $2600; for bor- 
der dirt, $2400; for right of way. $2400;

IN LEAKY TANK. 


Couple Reaches Monrovia Af- 
ter Desert Perils. 

Awful Drive Through, Hell 
of Arid Range. 


Humans Sacrifice for Horses’ 
Greater Needs. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE run! 


MONROVIA, July 22.—Dr. and Mrs. 
8. M. Slocum have just reached here 
after 3000 miles of travel by buckboard 
across Death Valley and beyond it into 
mining districts. Although this couple 
have lived for five years in the Pana- 
mint range on Death Valley’s borders 
and know its extent by frequent travel, 
a few weeks ago an accident threw 
them into the danger of death by thirst, 
which they still recall with a shudder 
for death was very near. 

They were ten hours in the valley 
without water and the thermometer 
was at 135 deg. In Bullfrog Dr. Slo- 
cum had had a new water tank made. 
They started from Beatty across Arma- 
gosa Valley, across Funeral range and 
were going down its slopes into Death 
Valley, when they learned that the 
water tank was leaking. They had dilled 
it at Keane Springs early in the morn- 
ing, and this was at dusk. They were 
now fifty miles from that water and 
thirty awful miles from the next water 
hole at Emigrant Springs. They sad 
only two gallons of water. 

They at once decided that their two 
horses must have this water, and real- 
izing the awful strain before them, 
traveled all night. The heaviest sand 
along the entire route lay between 
them and the objective point. Dr. Slo- 
cum walked as much of the way as 
possible, but they were only able to 
give the horses one drink in the dis- 
tance in which their positive demands 
* for three or four waterings. 

It was a silent drive, their little dog, 
Bird, shared the deprivation with his 
human friends, for all depended upon 

horses. They are not desert ponies, 
but a pair of fine large animals who 
have been in the service of the Slocums 
for seven years and have been treated 
like children almost. They are depend- 
able in every way, but have not the 
endurance that a cou boys pony could 
have develo 

At the very last, when they turned 
up the cafion to Emigrant Springs, the 
animals were suffering so that «very 
few minutes they would stop, and start 
again at Mrs. Slocum's encouraging 
voice. Dr. Slocum walked ahead in the 
tortuous path, and all alone the brave 
little woman kept up her gentle coax- 
ing to the swaying team. He was look- 
ing for the water tank which was up 
the side of the hill and might possibly 
be overlooked. Many a poor dying per- 
son had gone on and on looking for it 
when it was left far behind them, this 
they knew. The feeling of Wolation 
that came over Mrs. Slocum at this 
time she considers the worst — — 
ence of her life. Sometimes her hus d 
would be entirely out of sight, then 
again she would see him.

ENNINGTON DISASTER. 

As the full details of the Benning- 
ton disaster come to light, the more 
staggering becomes the blow. As time 
is given us to more fully realize its 
horror, the deeper sinks that Arst stab 
of sorrow into our hearts. As the pic- 
‘ture of the dead and wounded lifts 
itself the more clearly upon our mental 
vision, the more our souls shrink and 
cower before it. 

Although entire nation will feel 
the shock with a keen and lasting 
grief, the blow falls upon us who live 
here in California with especial sever- 
ity. Right at our very threshold does 
the sorrow of it face us with its sick- 
ening gloom. It was within the gate- 
ways of our commonwealth that Death 
chose to stalk with his cruel and mer- 
ciless message. 

Yonder where sleep the sunlit waters 
of San Diego's harbor. in all their 
peerless beauty. lies the good ship. 4 
ruined and biackened wreck—the splen- 
did tiger of the sea wounded and «pent 
upon the pitying shore. In the sun- 
harbored town lie the brood of her, 
some with quiet faces, velceless lips 
and eyes that wake no more. Their 
strong arms that were but yesterday 
ready to strike a blow for the flag they 
loved, are crossed upon their pulseless 
breasts. The hearts that throbbed with 
loyalty beat not now, nor ever will 
again. In the hospitale are the 
wounded, suffering agonies of pain, yet 
smiling back upon the tendetness of 
their caretakers with the bravery of 
heroes schooled to pain and trained to 
die. God help the living, and God rest 
the dead! 

Doubtless whatever the nation can 
now do it will do. It cannot recall the 
dead, but it can heap them with its 
honors and rank them the same with 
its heroes who died in battle. They 
wore the country’s livery of loyalty and 
service. They were the men who were 
behind the guns. But they shall put to 
sea no more. In the snug harbor of 
Endless Peace they shall lle and wait 
one last trumpet-call yet to come, 
when the seas shall give up their dead 
and the heavens shall be rolled to- 
gether as a scroll. 

The living, who must bear through 
life the wounds and. scars of that ter- 
rible moment—these the nation can 
care for, as it doubtless will. The same 
reward shall and must be theirs that | 
the country gives to those who, scarred 
and maimed, return from bloody fields 
or seas whose tides ran red with bat- 
tle. They were stricken at their posts 
of duty. The danger that fulfilled its 
wrath upon them was unguessed and 
unexpected, but they would have faced 
it, Just the same, had they known. 
There is no danger that such men 
would hesitate to face. 

Let justice, therefore, be done the 
living. For the dead—garlands. Gar- 
lands and roses of the South, and tears 
tor pearts to gem their silent graves. 

And there is another duty to be done. 
Let better provision be made by the 
government to prevent the occurrence 
of such awful disasters in the future. 
Let men and ships be henceforth safe- 
guarded as they have never been in 
the past. 


A careful study of the obvious causes 
of the Bennington horror makes it ap- 
parent that the Navy Department 
should insist upon a more systematic, 
more frequent and more scientific in- 
spection of boilers in all naval vessels. 
In the first place, this inspection should 
be thorough, rigid and made with a 
deep sense of responsibility. The per- 
son making it should feel that the lives 
of his comrades depend upon*the ef- 
ficiency of his work. This inspector 
should not be a subordinate, but a man 
of rank in the navy, whose word car- 
ries weight and whose self-respect can- 
not permit im to be careless. The in- 
spection should be made at regular and 
fréquent intervals, and on no account 
should it be postponed or passed over. 
Then K ought to be a law that every 
boiler, after a certain fixed period of 
service, no matter what its apparent 
condition, should be condemned and 
thrown out as used up and unfit for 
further duty. If this policy had been 
followed there would have been no 
tragedy in San Diego harbor. The 
government owes its patriotic 
faithful seamen and its noble ships 
nothing less than this.

RODUCER AND CONSUMER. 


As The Times has previously re- 
marked, there is something radically 
wrong in the conditions prevailing in 
Southern California between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. Especially is 
thie noticeable in the marketing of our 
fruit products. Many people who have 
learned to appreciate the great value of 
fruit as a diet, especially mM warm 
weather, aud who would be glad to let 
their children have all the fresh fruit 
they can eat, are sometimes unable to do 
o because of the high price asked for 
fruit at retail. Yet, at the same time, 
it often happens that a few miles away 
hundreds of tons of fruit are rotting on 
the ground because the growers can- 
not get a price that would pay them for 
picking and packing it and hauling it 
to market. 

It the man who causes two blades of 
grase to grow where only one grew be- 
fore deserves well of his country, 80 
also, surely, does he who may succeed 
in bringing the producer and the con- 
sumer near together. For instance, take 
the grower of peaches, or apricots, or 
pears. in one of the orchards of Los 
Angeles county. If he were to receive 
twice the ordinary market value of his 
fruit by the ton, and the consumer 
were to buy it at half the price he 
usually pays, there would still be left 
a handsome margin of profit for the 
middieman. 

One step in this direction would be to 
adopt the suggestion made several 
times by, The Times, and establish, at 
some convenient central point, a large 
first-class retail fruit and flower mar- 
ket. such as we find in all the large 
cities of Europe, especially in Paris, 
and in some American cities, such as 
New Orleans, and in the City of 
Mexico. Such a building, constructed 
principally of glass, and kept thor- 
oughly clean and free from refuse, 
would be one of the leading attractions 
of the city to our own people as well as 
visitors, and would tend to revive the 
good old-fashioned plan of going to 
market and picking out fresh food, in- 
stead of buying wilted vegetables and 
stale fruit from peddlers. 


OUNDING OF THE PUESBLO. 

St. Louls has celebrated the Leuls- 
jana Purchase, and Portland is cele- 
brating the Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion. Why would it not be a good idea 
for Los Angeles to do a little cele- 
brating on a small scale next year, 
which will be the 125th anniversary of 
the founding of the city, on September 
4, 17717 There was quite a celebration 
of the event in 187l—that is, quite a 
celebration for the village of that day. 

The founding of the City of Les An- 
geles was quite romantic, and very 
different from the manner in which 
most American cities have their begin- 
nings. It was the custom of the Span- 
ish government, in dealing with. new 
lands across the sea, to establish semi- 
military colonies, one of the duties of 
the settlers being to raise provisions 
for the near-by garrison. In this way 
a small band of colonists was recruited 

the Mexican States of Sinaloa and 
Sonora, and brought here under com- 
mand of a government officer. They 
were a mixed jot of people, including 
one European, seventy-two Spanish- 
Americans, seven Indians, twenty- 
two mulattoes and thirty-nine mesti- 
os. The first census of the little city, 
taken in August, 1790. gave the total 
population at 141. 

Surely those old priests 
bulldeq wiser than they knew when 
they laid here the foundation of the 
pueblo of “Our Lady the Queen of the 
Angelis.” 


BIG BOOK. 

Without any doubt, the two most 
notable literary productions of the 
year in Los Angeles are the City Di- 
rectory and The Midwinter Times, one 
isaued in the middie and the othef at 
the beginning of the year. They both 
serve as milestones on the pathway of 
the city’s wonderful progress, record- 
ing the rate dt which we are marching 
forward. 

The City Directory that has just 
made its appearance is the biggest 
thing of the kind that Los Angeles 
has seen, and should serve to give 
doubting Thomases at a distance a 
good idea of the proportions to which 
this Southwestern infant has grown; 
for a city directory does not lie, as 
boom pamphiets are sometimes said 
to do. At this rate of progress, our di- 
rectory will soon compare in sige with 
the bulky “postoffice directory” of Lon- 
don. which weighs something less than 
a ton. 

The following interesting statistics 
have been furnished by the printers of 
the directory: 

“The book contains 2404 pages, and 
required over nine million ems of ma- 
chine composition and nearly two hun- 
dred pages of display matter. 

“Twenty-three thousand pounds of 
paper and nearly five hundred pounds 
of ink were used, and the presses made 
628,000 impressions in printing the 
same. 

“The binding of this edition required 
1,860,000 folds, 639,500 gathers and 168 
miles of walking around the gathering 
tables. 

One interesting fact, that is always 
brought out by the City Directory, is 
a close guess—or rather calculation— 
in regard to the population of the city. 
As a fact, the census made by the di- 
rectory people in Los Angeles, of late 
years, has been undoubtedly more rell- 
able than that made by the Federal 
authorities, for this reason: The United 
States government canvassers get 80 
much per name. Hence, in sparsely 
settied sections, there is a great temp- 
tation for a canvasser to shuffle over 
the ground as quickly as possible. The 
directory people pay their men by the 
week. so that there is no inducement 
for them to skimp the job. All names 
are carefully verified by a second count. 
Transient sojourners in the city are 
not included in the count. The result 
of this careful compilation, checked up 
to the first of May, showed the popu- 
lation of Los Angeles, on that date, 
to be 190,193. This is somewhat de- 
low the 200,000 that we have been 
the past few 
months, based on the school census: 
but, allowing for the increase that has 
taken place during the past three 
months, we are undoubtedly justified 
in assuming that the present popula- 
tion of Los Angeles is very little less 
than 200,000, or almost double what 
it was five years ago. 

A glance through the classified busi- 
ness directory furnishes some interest- 
ing information regarding the occupa- 
tions carried on by our people. Here

in steel making has increased the de- 
mand for.this mineral, but no new de- 
posits have been opened in this coun- 
try during the last few years. Illinois 
and Kentucky still continue to be the 
chief source of supply for fuorspar. 
During 1964 the production of fluorspar 
was confined almost entirely to these 
States. A very small quantity was con- 
tributed by Arizona. e total produc- 
tion of fluorspar in 1904 amounted to 
36.452 short tons, valued at $234,755, as 
compared with 42,523 short tons, valued 
at $213,617 in 1903, a decrease of 6071 
short tons in quantity. but an increase 
of $21,138 in value. This greater value 
of the 1904 production is due to the 
comparatively greater quantity of 
ground fluorapar sold in 1904.

One day he noticed an 
advertisement in the paper calling for 
u partner in a real estate business, The 
representations were such that he went 
to the address given, and there met 
Greene. Yes, Greene told him, he had 
a half interest in the business to sell 
and it was essential that he should 
have a partner to help. Real estate, he 
suid, was booming and somebody had 
to ait on the safety valve. The office 
income was represented to have ranged 
during the few months previous from 
$200 to $1600 per month; and as for 
the notary business—why, Greene said, 
that alone paid the office rent. 
Principal Farrington thought that he 
had run against a soft snap, but he 
was no gudgeon to take the first bite. 
He wanted to know more about 
Greene's standing in the business 
world, and was referred to McCasslin, 
who is conducting the Flower City 
Real Estate Company at No 7% 
South Broadway; and aiso to M. C. 
Grateenberg, who carries on business 
under the name of the Globe Real Ee- 
tate Company at No. n South Hill 
street. Both of these gentiemen gave 
Greene the highest recommendations, 
and said that he not only dad a fine 
business, but that, furt 
was a most honorable and high-mind- 
ed gentieman. 

That settled it. Farrington believed 
that his footsteps had been luckily 
guided to the door of the very man of 
all others who was ing to make him 
rich. Furrington paid 1200 cash down 
on the nail, and gave his prom 
notes for $100 more. Then he took his 
seat in office as a full-fledged part- 
ner, 

For a day or two Farri couldn't 
believe that he had the a of the 
real estate business. There was really 
nothing doing. Greene would remain 
away most of each day, and when he 
was in the office he took as much no- 
tice of the school principal as if he 
was a great blue ttle Hy, and no 
more 


Farrington says he wanted to know 
what was going on—what deals were 
being made, and something of the in- 
ner business of the office, but such 
questions were met by Greene, saying 
that he had to keep an appointment, 
and grabbing his hat he would go out 
and remain away. 

A great white light broke in upon 
the pedagogue, but before making any 
outcry he determined to look around 
in the office itself where he was a - 
ner and entitled to rummage 1 he 
wanted to. He claims to have discov<- 
ered among the papers and office rec- 
rds sufficient data to satisfy him— 
and. as he believes. the court—tnat

He said that 
he wasn't in the business of refunding 
anything, but that if the school prin- 
cipal was tired of his bargain he 
would give him 815 and et him get 
out.

months. Accepting the situation with 
what grace he could, Farrington served 
notice of reciesion upon Greene; and 
made a demand for the return of his 
money. and the notes.

IN AND ABOUT REEDLEY. 

“I said there were two localities 
near Fresno «specially adapted to 
small farming: The other place is 
the land in the neighborhood of Reed- 
ley, a thirty-minute ride south of 
Fresno on two transportation Mues of 
rallroad; the Santa Fé and the South- 
ern Pacific. 

“The grandest mountain scenery in 
the United States lies immediately 
east of the town, the Sierras, Mount 
Whitney, being in plain sight. The 
General Grant Park and the 
big trees are only a day's journey 
away. 

“Magnificent scenery which many 
travei thousands of miles to reach lies 
at the threshhold of those who have 
settled here. It is an older town 
than Laton, and the outlying country 
will remind the visitor very much of 
‘the farming lands of McLean county. 
Nearly all of it is under the most 
intense cultivation. The shacks and 
mall buildings of the pioneer have 
largely given way to cottages and 
handsome tomes surrounded by 
grown orchards and vineyards. The 
town has the finest grain warehouse 
in the State of California; all grain 
in the State of California; all garin 
is handled in sacks. 

“There is in Reedley, a splendid 
fireproof packing-house of granite 
and iron, a $20,000 schoolhouse, A 
number of churches, and a 
three-story hotel, in the parlor of 
Which 1 some hand-painted 
china, done dy the landlady; china, 
with the fine jewel decoration so dif- 
ficult and beautiful, for some p 
of which she had received the gold 
medal at the last Paris Exposition.

This plan 
makes the cost to the actual water 
user very mall. In the rear 1885 the 
cost was only from 80 to 35 cents per 
acre per year. and there was no limit 
to the amount one could take: in 
reason, of course, he was not allowed 
to waste it. This irrigation system 
has about 400 miles of main canal, 
being 100 feet on the bottom and car- 
rying seven feet deep when needed. 
Delicious soft water for domestic pur- 
poses can be had in wells at from 75 
to 50 feet deep. Really the irrigation 
water is @weet and wholesome. but 
people have a prejudice against drink- 
ing water in which cattle have stood 
or in which boys go swimming. 
THB CLIMATE. 

“Going toward the mountains and 
Standing on à foot bill I could look 
down on dairies, alfalfe, wheat, bar- 
ley, tye, oats, sweet aiid Irish pota- 


toes, stock and small fruits. All in 
merchantable and profitable quanti- 
ties. 


“In an article in the Pantagraph 
some time ago mention was made of 
the Thermal Belt." That peculiar con- 
dition of temperature and climate 
passes along the foot hills of the 
mountains of Fresno county. making 
possible the extremely profitable rais- 
ing of the finest varieties of oranges. 
Fruit that ripens from three to four 
weeks earlier than anywhere else in 
the State: in fact, eo early and so fine 
are the oranges of Fresno county that 
they are in big demand for the mar- 
kets of London, England, at Christmas 
time. The soil here is red in color 
like that of Rediands, which gives 
that locality its name. I spent some 
time at the foot of Mount Camp- 
bell in the orange bearing belt, and 
was very much impressed with what 
has already been accomplished, and 
the brilliant future possibilities for 
orange culture. 

“Water rates are a marvel of cheap- 
ness in this district, from 25 to 30 
cents per acre per year, and no limit 
to the amount used. The fruit is, I 
think, the deepest in color that I ever 
saw; this has a commercial value, as 
many buyers prefer an orange with a 
rich red color to one inclined to have 
a preponderance of yellow. Too, the 
skins were extra thin and the fruit 
heavy and sweeter than usual. Scale, 
that pest of Southern California 
orange growers, is unknown here. 

“Mount Campbell, that great bulk 
shelters them from the cold winds and 
wards off frosts. What a beautiful 
sight it was; the clean trees outlined 
against the mountain, and the clear 
streams of water everywhere. This 
abundance of water and shade attracts 
the birds and the air was vocal with 
their melody. The meadow lark 
whistied from the field. the thrush 
poured out his heart in liquid notes: 
California 1 ran into the growing 
grain, and I saw more different kinds 
of blackbirds than 1 ever knew ex-

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GERMANS ALARMED AT AMERI- 
CAN ENTERPRISE IN CHINA.

Canadian Government Railway Re- 
turns Fell Off Last Year—A New 
German Fruit Product Reported by 
Consul-General Murphy at 8. 
Catherines, Ont. 


In the view of all that has been said 
about a boycott of American goods in 
China the following translation of an 
article from the Ostasiatische Lloyd. 
published in China, sent to the State 
Department by Consul-General Rich- 
ard Guenther, Frankfort, Germany, 
is of especial interest. 

“The Americans, with their great 
Spirit of enterprise, and the Belgians, 
with the ald of French capital, have 
given to all nations trading to China 
an example which ipvoluntariiy com- 
pels one to rebect. By means of the con- 
cessions théy heave obtained these two 
nationalities have actually created a 
sphere of interest which covers half 
of the Chinese Empire, more especial. 
ly taking in ite commercial centers 
and reaching from Canton to Peking. 
The prospective consequence will be 
that American and Belgian products, 
favored by reduced freight rates and 
rebates, can be marketed at lower 
prices than the goods of other indus- 
trial countries in Kwangtung. Kiangs!, 
Honan, Hupeh, Hukan, and 
This will accord with the well-known 
desires for expansion, commercially and 
politically, of our American friends, 
who are apt at making probabilities 


fine | realities. Furthermore, it should be 


remembered that the goods trans- 
ported by the railroads are not sub- 
ject to paying likin dues, which win 
help to a considerable measure to sell 
American products cheaper. The na- 
tural result of this will be to seriously 
injure German trade in all these prov- 
inces. The far-reaching concessions 
sectred by the British threaten equal 
danger for German trade interests. 


“Such are the prospects of the fu- 


ture. It d high time that German 
capital goes to work to safeguard 
Germany’s trade in China and create 
extensive and reliable markets there 
for German industries. Ways and 
means to protect capital in China have 
never been wanting; in the worst case 
its safety can be secured by forcible 
measures. At present it is of the ut- 
most Importance that German capital 
should cngace in the Hankau-Cheng- 
tuer railroad lines.” 


Canadian Railway Returns. 

Consul General Holloway, at Hall- 

fax. N. &., revorts that the Canadian 
Ministry of Railways has announced 
that the earnings of the Intercolonial 
Government Railway for the last year 
feli $1,500,000 short of expenses, dy 
feason of the bad weather of last 
winter. The Intereolonial road had 
an unprecedented experience; in com- 
mon with the other railroads of the 
maritime provin it was practically 
tied up for two nthe. During that 
time the expenses of operation were 
doubled aud trebled tr storm after 
storm, and the same agencies which 
increased the expense cut down busi- 
ness and financial returns to almost 
nothing. 
On the Prince Edward Island Ran. 
way the returns for the first nine 
months of the present fiscal year. com- 
pared with the same period in the 
preceding year. fell off $11,957, and 
the working expenses increased 365. 
289 The cost of removing snow and 
ice last year was about 111.909. and 
thie year it increased to 532.175. 

Resides the great expense occas- 
joned bv the etorms of last winter, 
the working expenses of the Inter- 
colopial were increased by a general 
advance in the. pay of employés, the 
increases in som ecases amounting to 
50 per cent. This dors not mean that 
the wages of the Intercolonial are now 
higher than on other rallroads, but 
that they were lower in the past. 
increase merely means the leveling up 


— 


of the Intercolonial rate to pay ‘to 
the standard of other railroads. The 
government is not paying an exorbit 
ant wage, but a dalr one. The in- 
crease in the wages amounted to about 
$750,000 in the railway year. As a 
result of this iné¢rease, and a small 
increase in the number of employés, 
better results have been obtained from 
the staff. This ig particularly notice- 
able in the mechanical department, 
where the number of men was in- 
creased 20 per cent. and the output 
of work in some cases increased as 
much as 100 per cent. 

The chief joss In the operation of 
the Government svstem of railways 
was on the Intercolonial read, It was 
not due to a faliing off in the revenue; 
in fact, the revenue of the system for 
the first nine months was a few thous- 
and dollars greater than for the same 
period of the preceding year, Had it 
not been for the great and largely un- 
expected increase in the working ex- 
penses the increase in the earnings 
would have gone a long way toward 
cutting down the deficit on ‘he year’s 
operations. The Misister stater that 
the country must recognize that it has 
the Intercolofiial on its hands ag one 
of the pledges of confederation, and 
that it must be maintained. The time 
has come when the country must 
alize its obligation and that the Inter- 
colonial was not bullt to be 4 commer- 
cial success, but that military con- 
siderations influenced the location of 
the line on the forth shore of New 
Brunswick. Canada built the Inter- 
colonial over a noncommercial route 
and donused a Short line competitor 
to it across the State of Maine.

The leguminous meal produced by 
this process is a concentrated food 
suitable for infants and invalids as 
well as for the everyday use of adults.

Popp and Becker, of the Chemical,

Frankfort, Germany. contains: Mois- 
ture. 7.86 per cent.; fat, 2.29 per cent.; 
soluble carbohydrates, 40.42 per cent.: 
albumen, 21.70 per cent.; other soluble 
nitrogenots matter, 22.65 per cent.: 
mineral matter, 2.86 per cent.; fibrous 
matter, 2.22 per cent. 

An analysis made at the Fresenius

The Story of the Life of Nathan 

Straus of New York—-A Captain 

of Benevolence. 

An interesting aceount of the pub- 
lic benefactions of Nathan Straus, of 
New York, is given in Pearson's Mag- 
azine by Albert B. Paine, Mr. Straus 
was born in Bavaria, Germany, in 
1848. The family removed to this coun- 
try in 1864, It was in 1892 that Mr. 
Straus's attention was called to the 
startling death rate among little chil- 
dren in New York City and the state- 
ment that this was mainly due to im- 
pure milk. He established a steriliz- 
ing laboratory and during the first 
summer he distributed 34,000 bottles 
of pasteurized milk, with the result 
of a prompt and marked decrease in 
the death rate. Mr. Paine relates fur-

In 1893, Mr. Straus was Park Com- 
missioner, and bis wife, a woman in 
full sythpathy with his generous am- 
bitions, returned one day from Centrai 
Para with a report of the poor, blue- 
looking milk that was distributed 
there at 5 cents a glass. She told 
how eager the children were for even 
this doubtful blessing, sometimes two 
or more drinking from one glass, 
which they had combined their pen- 
nies to buy. 

“Can't we do something for them? 
she asked, and without delay Nathan 
Straus established his milk station« 
in the parks, where pure mk was 
supplied at 1 cent per glas. Also
